My dear Mr. Wood: 

Mr. Warring has sent me your letter of May 29. 
I am sorry that the medallions are making you so much 
trouble. We have used the same method of photographing 
which is used in the British Museum for such objects, 
with a first-class operator here who is trained in such 
work; but the results arm of direct photographing /not 
quite so good as we would like, so we sent them on to 
see whether a cast would solve the problem. 

If we could get the body with the inscription 
even without the beaded edge, that would be a gain; 
of course we do not want the chain and fastenings, as 
these come out clearly in the photograph. I ought to 
have written you about these details at the start, as 
tne work is being done for the University of Michigan 
Publications.

Les details de la gravure des monnaies gauloises ne sont pas assez 
nets (De plus, les monnaies gauloises sont souvent mal frappees et 
beaucoup d'exemplaires retrouvdés sont fort usés) pour que nous puissions 
traiter utilement la question du costume et ce qu'on a écrit a ce sujet 
est peu concluant. Un bronze, attribue aux Ambiani, de trés fort relief 
(Fig. 17), est utile pour la question, bien qu'on ne puisse dire si la 
figure porte des bracelets sur les bras ou s'il s'tagit des manches 
courtes d‘tune tunique.

Sans 
nous attarder a l'hypothése du mythe de Géryon tricéphale (J. de Witte 
Rev. archéol., 1875, p. 383), il faut rappeler l'idee de Duquenelle qui 
reconnaissait, sur ces petites monnaies de bronze, les trois tétes de 
Mercure qu'il retrouvait également sur les nombreux termes tricephales, 
découverts a Reims meme (Cf. aussi E. Hucher, dans R. N., 1863, p. 58).
